MAY PROVE 
TO BE FATAL 


Deputy Police ‘ Chief’ Tidsbury 
Suffers Very Serious Injury 
. Last Night, 
SKULL FOUND TO BE 
BADLY FRACTURED 


Physicians Perform Operation but 
Grave Fears Are Entertained 
for Recovery. 


Inspector Daniel Tidsbury, deputy 
chief of the Edmonton police force, 
One of the most efficient and most re- 
spected of the local officers, and 
probably one of the best know police 
officers in Western Canada, met with 
@ very serious accident as he was 
boarding a street car last night, and 
was taken to the Misericordia hos- 
pital in an wneonscious condition, suf- 
fering from injuries which may lead 
to @ fatal termination, 

The inspector, who lives with his 
family at the corner of Third street 
and Hardisty, was making his way 
to the monthly ‘smoker of the Police 
Athletic association at the South side 
Police station, He walked either to 
the corner of Third or Second stree, 
on Saskatchewan avenue, and hailea 
an approaching South side car. The 
car, ‘it is stated, whether from the 
slippery condition of the rails or from 
some other cause, did not stop at the 
proper point, and as it swung past, 
Inspector Tidsbury grabbed the door 
handle and tried to jump on the 
step. In doing so his foot slipped 
and he fell to the ground, his head 
coming ‘Violently into contact with the 
ear in the descent, 

Picked up by Car. 

He was immediately picked up and 
taken on the car to the waiting roun, 
at the north side of the wriage, ai 
the foot of McDougall avenue. A 
hurry-up call was sent for the efty 
ambulance, and, still unconscious, he 
was taken to Dr, Forin’s office, . Dr. 
Forin wag not at home, but Dr 
Campbell, who was providentially lo- 
Cated, at once took charge of the case 
and ordered. the inspector's instant 
removal to the Misericordia hospitai. 

At the hospital, Dr. Campbell, from 
a hasty eXamination, ascertained the 
gravity of the injuries, and at once 
called Dr, Ferris and Dr. Macdonald 
in consultation. Inspector Tidsbury 
had been Dieeding profusely at the 
ears and nose, and it was decided to 
at once perform an operation as the 
only means of saving the patient's 
life, if indeed it could be saved at all. 

Skull Badly Fractured. 

The operation was undertaken by 
Dr. Ferris, assisted by Dr. Macdonald 
and Dr, Campbell. It was found that 
the skull was very badly fractured, 
especially towards the base, while the 
arteries were bieeding inside, causing 
the formation o7 a large clot of bivod, 

At two o'clock this morning, Dr. 
Ferris informed the Bulletin, after 
the operation, that the clot of blood 
had been successfully removed and 
the arteries tied. ‘He is really in a 
better condition now than before the 
operation,” added the doctor, “but 
we don’t know how long that will 
last.” 

At that time, Inspector Tidsbury 
was still unconscious, not having ral- 
lied since his admittance.

Fire Still Rages in the Smoulder- 
ing Ruins of the Buildings 
at Calgary. 
FIREMEN SUFFERED 
GREAT HANDICAP 


Supplies and Men Are Being 
Rushed to Edmonton, Nelson 
and Vancouver,

Calgary, Jan. 13.—~A telegram from 
P. Burns, the millionaire head of the 
large packing plant which was de- 
Stroyed by fire Sunday, conveys the 
information that a modern plant, 
much more pretentious than the one 
destroyed, will be at once erected, 
Mr, Burns is en route from Toronto 
to Calgary. 

The fire stil rages in the smoulder- 
Ing ruins of the big plant, and at mid- 
night the firemen have been constant. 
ly on duty for forty-eight hours, Sev- 
eral have been taken away exhausted, 
Five streams of water are playing on 
the killing houses, a concrete struc- 
ture, the walls of which are so heavily 
jurdened with ice as to threaten their 
safety, The killing house may be 
saved, 

Firemen'’s Great Difficulty, 

The Gitte ulties under which the 
firamen fought impaired their efficien- 
cy. Working in clothing for hours 
that were sheets of ice, their move- 
ments hampered by the weight of the 
ice, with the mereury below zero, wa- 
ter pressure low, the air of the fire 
wvone impregnated with ammonia 
fumes almost strong enough to over- 
power a robust man, it is a marvel 
that they accomplished anything at 
all. If a hose was dropped for a few 
minutes it froze stiff as a board. But 
they have kept at their work with a 
fortitude that is remarkable. At 
midnight tonight a majority of the 
members of the department were atill 
at work, but from today on the: work 
will be undertaken in short watches, 
so as to permit the men to snatch a 
little rest. It is the opinion of the 
fire chief that the fire will mot be en- 
rely extinguished for a week. 

Loss Over Million and Half, 

The loss will easily run in exceas of 
$1,500,000, The plant was insured for 
$610,000, while a floating policy was 
carried on the stock The figures on 
the loss in stock will not be obtainable 
for several days, and are a detail of 
bookkeeping. it is believed, however, 
that there was in excess of 12,000 car- 
vasses in storage. 

The employees of 
are veiug rushed to the Burns plants 
in Vaneouver, Nelson and Edmonton, 
with heavy shipments of cattle, and as 
the company has 20,000 or more cat- 
tle in feeding pens, the shortage of 
beef will be only temporary.

Once again the necessity of immedi- 
ateiy increasing the equipment at the 
Power and pumping plant was em- 
Phasized by the breakdown of the 
big Moran pump on. Saturday after. 
noon, just after fire was discovered in 
the Brown Block, at the corner of 
Second street and Jasper avenue, 

“bDverything is behind hand all 
through the Dorhinion and the United 
states,’ said Mayor Short yester- 
day. “If it was not for this fact the 
two new big Pumps ordered some time 
Ago ‘would now be in the city and in- 
etalled.© As it is, they are not here 
yet, and so our power plant is our 
Weakest point,” 


Water pressure was good all Satur- 
‘day until it was wanted most. Then, 
gust about tworthirty, the Moran pump 
‘broke down. From then until this 
noon, when the last reading was ex- 
‘amined, the record of the water pres- 
‘sure Shows just about 26 pounds pres- 
sure, dropping from this point down 
to fifteen and te npounds, Sun- 
day, from eieven until two, the water 
Was shut off owing to a break in a 
Waive on Rice street. Repairs to the 
tig pump are still uncompleted, 

One result of the fires on Saturday 
will be that the fire marshall, who 
has ‘been on duty for some time, will 
make regular reports to the commis- 
Sioners, so that the public may know 
Just what work toward fire protection 
is being done, A list of the houses 
Owned by the city will also be given 
to this official, and he will be required 
in future to pay particular attention to

Claiming that F. W. Cox had cail- 
ed him a forger, or words to that ef- 
fect, Joseph A. Clarke, recent aspir- 
ant for mayoralty yesterday mofn- 
ing, through his solicitor, filed suit 
for $25,000 damages for sibel in the 
supreme court in this city.

“In consequence of the said speak- 
ing and publishing the plaintift has 
been injured in his reputation and 
profession and has been greatly dam- 
aged, wherefor he claims the sum of

OPENED AT ONCE 


Destruction of  Oilguy Plant Will 
Result in Transfer of Busi- 
ness to Edmonton. 


PRICE OF BEEF MAY GO

New Plant in North Edmonton 
Nearly Ready—Has the Same 
Killing Capacity as Calgary.

One result of the disastrous fire at 
P. Burn's Calgary plant, will be to 
hasten the completion of the new 
$500,000 plant which is being erected 
in North Edmonton. J. T. Gordon, 
manager of the Edmonton store of P. 
Burns and Co,, and F. Woodyard, 
superintendent of the new works, 
stated in conversation with the ssu.- 
letin yesterday that the new plant 
was practically completed and could 
be put into operation any time now. 

New Plant Nearly Ready. 

The new Edmonton plant has been 
erected to take care of the increas- 
ing business and it has the same kill- 
ing capacity as the Calgary plant 

he storage capacity is not so nae, 


but that can easily be added to. A 
large amount of the machinery of 
the new plant is already on the 


groun] and some is in course of ship- 
ment. The plant could be placed in 
full operation in the course of a few 
weeks. It was not the intention of 
the company to use the new plant to 
its full extent for some time to come, 
but in view of tho fire the whole plant 
will need to be requisitioned to take 
the place of the one destroved. The 
capacity of the new plant is 300 head 
per ‘ay. 
Transfer Hants Here, 

Hundreds of work people from the 
Calgary plant may be transferred to 
Edmonton to operate the plant here, 
as soon as it is completed. The stock

The case was a test one to deter-

he came back here and was arrested 
by the R.N.W.M.P., and it was said 
that there was a clear case against 
him, in fact, he admitted all the alle-

However, neither the warrant of 
apprehension, the evidence taken at 
the preliminary hearing, nor the war- 
rant of commitment, contained any 
reference to bigamy, or ‘intention to 
commit bigamy. tie was merely 
charged with marrying twice.

Ottawa, Jan. 12.—The financial 
statement of the Dominion Govern- 
ment on January 1, including the first 
nine months of the current fiscal year, 
shows the total revenue for the nine 
months period to have been $124,577,- 
566, as compared with $99,482,947 for 
the same period the year before. Ex- 
penditures for the same period were 
$67,001,575, as compared with $54,- 
303,871 the year before. Expendi- 
ture on capital account for the nine 
months period was $22,670,103. The 
gross debt in December was $489.- 
745,050, an increase of $11,000,000. 
The total net debt was $304,194,456 
Under the head of expenditure of 
capital account it appears that there 
was paid out during the nine months 
period In railway subsidies $4,532,756, 
nearly $4,000,000 more than was paid 
ut in the same period the year be- 
fore,
